When Hindenberg died, Hitler, as 
grasping as he was conceited, took 
over the Presidency of the Keich and 
merged it with the Chancellorship in 
his own person. When Mussuinu 
found himself up against it, he had 
an outlet, a line of retreat, a court 
of last resort. He had a King to fall 
back upon. It may or may not prove 
wholly satisfactory but at any rate 
it furnishes what in labor disputes 
they call a breathing spell. Owing 
to Hitler’s rapacity, there is no such 
civil base to fall back upon. Anarchy 
aiid chaos must follow unless the 
army and navy are able to check 
mutiny in the ranks and disorders in 
the civil population. 

We incline to the belief that the 
political set-up in Italy will prove a 
more substantial one than that of 
Germany.

The 
yrevinces which are prepared to cater to. that trade 
will have a great advantage. B.C. is taking a wise 
step in its plans to connect with the northern highway, 
and to open up hitherto unvisited scenic delights. 


T3R1TISH Columbia is leading the way in the west 
for a road programme to be financed out of motor 
tax revenue. One of the many projects is to be a high¬ 
way to connect the southern Bection of B.C. province 
with the Alaska highway—But the main interest at¬ 
tached to the recent announcement is that B. C. is 
setting aside its surplus motor revenue for road build¬ 
ing and may even tap general revenue to complete 
major projects. 

All that the motorists in this province have ever 
orked is that the revenue derived from motor travel 
by way of licenses and gas, be used for roads. If this 
policy had been adopted ten or fifteen years ago, Alberta 
would have an enviable network of highways. The 
Alberta Motor, Association for the past two years has

of rebuilding only to be destroyed in the future by five 
1 undred billion dollars of more armaments. All this 
will be a natural consequence unless the higher author¬ 
ities:: in peace loving nations maintain more vigilance 
than they have done in the past. Germany and Italy and 
Japan did not build their fabulous billions of offensive 
weapons between 1932 and 1939 without substantial 
assistance from Britain, United States, Canada and 
other nations now spBlrng blood, and taxing themselves 
white for munition to combat the enemy. Right up to 
the very threshold Of this war, potential enemies were 
being fed the raw materials to build up their armament 
strength, despite every storm signal, and despite the 
warnings and pleadings of the humble people to cease 
snth trade. The sacred narpe of trade! The niceties of 
diplomatic relationships that .will not admit an enemy 
to be an enemy until he has dropped his bombs, made 
with material from the country that is being bombed. 

Hitler carries a terrific burden of responsibility for 
the fact of war. But he does not carry it all. Stupidity, 
negligence, acquisitiveness on the part of other nations 
played their part.. And they will play their part again 
unless more competent ways are effected to deal with 
other Hitler’s before they evolve such monstrous pow-

A lesson in cold figures is given in the current Ameri- 
x can magazine when a statistician sums up the cost 
to the world since Germany put Hitler into power in 
1932. Few people can grasp the meaning of one thous¬ 
and billion dollars yet that is the amount which Leon 
V e.lstoi.e, Dept, of Commerce, Washington, has charg¬ 
ed against Hitler. The actual money cost of armaments 
to the warring nations has been counted up to a total of 
over four hundred billion to date, and even if Hitler 
should be defeated in 1943, another 150 billion would 
have to be added. Basing computations on the exper¬ 
ience of the first world war, it is estimated that the val¬ 
ue of property -destroyed will equal" the sum spent on 
armaments. This totals tip to one thousand billion. 

To bring these spectacular figures into better focus, 
the article states it this way. This total expenditure 
for destruction would be sufficient to build a modern 5- 
room house for every family in the world; pay for 
common school education for the world’s 400 million 
children for 25 years; provide four-year college educa¬ 
tion for 600 million young people; build a million dollar 
hosp ; lal for every community of 2000 people the world 
over; build 25 million miles of 4-lane cement highways. 

It is quite a reflection on the intelligence of the saner 
leaders of mankind that they permitted any one man to 
attain such influence that he could cost the nations joint¬ 
ly or.o thousand billion dollars. And another thought 
ia what can be done with the human race when it ex¬ 
pends five hundred billion dollars on armaments to
